REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Parents and Citizens of Barrington; 

The school board respectfully submits the following 
report of the work of the year:— 

The year opened with ten schools, the Evans school 
being discontinued and the pupils of that school being con- 
veyed to the France school. 

This plan worked very satisfactorily and when at the 
opening of the fall term no one could be found in the Turn- 
pike district who could or would board the teacher, the 
school in that district was also closed. Those pupils living 
below the school house were conveyed to the Turnpike 
school in Lee, while those living above the school house 
were conveyed to the France school. 

Later at the opening of the winter term there were 
but 3 pupils in the Swaine school and that was discontinued. 

The advantages of consolidation have been; first, 
that we were able to employ more experienced and better 
teachers; second, that greater interest prevailed among 
both teachers and pupils. No self-respecting and success- 
ful teacher will leave her home to accept charge of a school 
of five or six pupils for the salary that we can afford in such 
a school. 

Sometimes we have been fortunate enough to have 
someone who is competent, who is a resident of the district 
’ and who will take charge of so small a school, otherwise 
we have to employ a teacher entirely without experience, 
often wholly incompetent, and almost invariably unsatis- 
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factory. So that although little is gained in length much 
is gained in quality by consolidation. ; 

There have been thirty weeks of school. The number 
of weeks has been lessened from the fact that two Normal 
graduate teachers have been employed during the year. 
By law these teachers receive two dollars extra per week 
from the state, but we do not get this money from the state 
for the fall and winter terms until next year. In the mean- 
time we have had to pay the teachers this extra money from 
our regularly acquired funds and this state money when 
received will help us in defraying our expenses for next 
year, so that we lose nothing in the end. 


The attendance has been fairly good, but we would 
impress on both parents and pupils that the amount of 
state aid received, depends a whole lot on the average at- 
tendance. Every session any pupil attends, will insure 
just so much state aid next December. 

The board has been highly gratified with the efficiency 
of our teachers. The aim has been to employ the best, 
that our means would allow, and although our aims have 
been high, we feel that we have not fallen far below the 
mark. 


We have practiced rigid economy in the purchasing 
of text books, at the same time endeavoring to have each 
pupil given a supply. _ 

We regret that we have not had means to supply each 
school with supplementary reading and other reference 
books, which are now thought, in almost all schools, to be 
indispensable. 

The State Supt. of Public Instruction suggests that 
one-fifth of the state literary fund be set apart and be used 
to provide such equipment for the schools. We were un- 
able to do this this year and still have our thirty weeks of 
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school, without which we should get no state aid for next 
year. . 

I trust there will be no falling off in any of our sources 
of revenue and let our citizens all unite in helping to raise 
the standard of our schools, both by voting liberally to 
that end and by encouraging our teachers by frequently 
visiting the schools and by assisting in all possible ways.
